THE  V-8  INCIDENT 

Oi  rocroation  night,  July25rd,  tho  w- 
oathor  was  sultry  and  rain-cloud  a overhung 
tho  sky.  Despite  tho  appearance  of  rain  a- 
oroaa  tho  loko,  moving  towards  Comp,  tho 
Amy  Trucks  wore  hold  back  and  tho  opon  V- 
8 cent.  The  rains  earlier  in  tho  day  had 
soaked  tho  tarpaulin,  causing  dirt  and  fil- 
th to  cling  to  it.  To  use  it  would  noen  go^ 
ting  cloon  v/hito  shirts  black  and  grimy. 

Most  of  tho  boys  wore  wise  enough  to 
jimp  off  tho  truck  and  got  their  raincoats. 
Sovoral  of  them  didn’t.  The  V-8  left  with 
an  off i cor  in  front,  tho  only  truck  used.
